"With the large number of 
people in a small section," he 
said, "chances for an epidemic 
are great here."

Children need a booster shot, 
he said, if they have not been 
immunized in the past year. It 
would not be vitally necessary 
at present, he continued, for 
adults to get shots.

Diptheria is most easily des- 
cribed in layman's terms, as 
what appears to be a severe 
cold with sore throat, upper 
nasal ailment, 101 degrees of 
temperature or more with a 
white coating on the throat.

slowly and increased gradually 
over several eeks. Quick 
changes in salinitjes at that 
time could have been detrimen- 
tal to fish and marine organ- 

isms. 

Although inflow to Lake. 
Okeechobee from the Kissim- 
mee River this year was tho 
fifth largest of record, the En- 
gineers restricted releases so as 
not to cause eroding velocities 
along the canal. This greatly re- 
duced the problems of siltation 
and discolored water, Troxler 
said, 

The gates were also closed as 
soon as was safely possible. Al- 
though discharges, this year 
were smaller than in 1953-54, 
when it was necessary to Te- 
lease at full capacity from Sep- 
tember until January, it is"ap- 
parent that discharges for rea- 
sonably wet years can be regu- 
lated to cause little damage to 
fisheries, 

Gordon Hall, district biolo- 
gist, and Dr. Gordon Gunter, 
marine expert on estuarine 
problems and consultant to the 
Jacksonville district, have been 
studying biological conditions 
in St."Lucie estuary under vary- 
ing rates of discharge for the 
past y 

After a reconnaissance of the 
area and discussion of condi- 
tions with officials and fisher- 
men in Stuart last week, Hall 
said there is no doubt that some 
species important to sport and 
commercial fishermen, includ- 
ing mackerel, bluefish, and 
pompano, moved out of the 
estuary when fresh water was 
released from the lake. Some 
continued to move in and out 
with tidal changes. Other 
species like trout, jack, mullet, 
snook, and croaker which can 
live in fresh-water conditions 
were found in the estuary dur- 
ing the height of this year's 
discharge. 

Dispite the fact that during 
the height of the discharge the 
entire estuary out to Port 
Sewall was fresh, small marine 
species were also abundant 
throughout the area. Hall also 
reported that local fishermen 
appeared to favor the small dis- 
charges through the canal in 
May and June which stimulated 
snook fishing. 

The Corps of Engineers is 
financing a complete biological 
study of St. Lucie estuary by 
the U. S. Fish and Wildlife Ser- 
vice. The State Board of Con- 
servation is making a similar 
study. Reports on both studies 
will be published next year. 
Meanwhile, the Army Engineers 
will continue investigations to 
further refine the techniques of 
regulatory discharges in an 'ef- 
fort to minimize damage to the 
coastal areas

Florida slaughtered 204,700 
beef animals in 1951; in 1956 
that figure was 567,000. Palm 
Beach County is contributing 
125,000 to this figure in 1957, 
Practically all grass fattened. 

Palm Beach County cattle- 
men are making money on grass 
fattened beef cattle; the grades 
may be generally increased, and 
the profits also booster through 
use of native feeds, : 

Processing the. beef for the 
table and promoting its distri- 
bution through aggressive sales 
efforts, in southeast Florida par« 
ticularly, offers avenues of in« 
creased industrialization of agri« 
cultural products, 

There &re four federally in- 
spected slaughter houses.in the 
state, with one more being 
planned immediately, 

One Miami packer buys his 
calf carcasses in Texas and 
Louisiana, ships them to Miami 
for processing into institutional 
| packages and finds his greatest 
market in Chicago. Southwest 
Florida, including this county, 
does produce veal to furnish this 
man. K: 

This county produces US 
grades of shelled corn which is 
sold on the Tampa market at 
the same FOB price as Chicago 
corn. Forages from grasses, mil- 
letts and sorphums grow luxur- 
iantly and contain more effec- 


"tive food value per acre than 


does the best Alfalfa fields of 
the west and midwest. 

Floyd C. Markham, a Belle 
Glade producer of honey js re- 
luctant to enter his honey in 
the State Fair at Tampa in re- 
cent years, because he had 
found no successful competition 
in prize winning. 

Dade, Broward and Palm 
Beach counties import over 700,- 
000 cases of fresh eggs, with 
Palm Beach county accounting 
for 62425 of these. This de- 
ficiency may be remedied 
through demonstrated methods 
of utilizing local feeds carrying 
very high percentages of caro- 
tene, chloryphyl and protein. 
Feeds equalling those presently 
used costing $125 to $150 per 
ton are available in this county. 

Importation of broilers and 
fryers may be gréatly lessened 
through the same utilization of 
locally produced feeds. 

The rabbit industry of Palm 
Beach County faces the same 
feeding problems as does the 
pouliry and egg industries and 
may find relief at the same feed 
) processing plant. 

The Miami-Palm Beach area 
consumes approximately 125,000 
gallons of fresh milk daily, and 
the present annual increase in 
this consumption amounts to 
approximately 10 per cent. This 
increase has caused huge refri- 
gerated milk trucks from Ala- 
|bama and Georgia to invade this 
[area during this past summer, 
which is our slack season. 

Florida's average production 
per milk cow for-'56 was 5,250 
pounds, up from 4,540 pounds in 
51, as against a national aver- 
age of 6,000 pounds, and a Cali- 
fornia average of 8,600 pounds. 

Florida has no peers in the 
quality of its milk. 

Dairy nutritionists tell us 
that a dairy cow will produce 
85 per cent of her natural cap- 
acity when fed proper roughage, 
and no grain, 

The county agricultural agent 
tells us that part of Florida east 
and south of Alachua County 
imports nearly 300,000 tons of 
dairy feed annual 

Florida's Annual Agricultural 
‘Statistical Summary 1956-57 
Season lists more than 25 times 

many dairy cows as there are 
in this territory located in east- 
ern states accessible by barge 
to our fields. If we accept ten 
times local needs as a fair figure 
for these coastal states, we have 
3,000,000 tons of imported feeds 
to which .we may aspire for 
market, if our our water freight 
rate is ecual to or less than rail 
rates from the Midwest. 

So, we have a local market 
of 300,000 tons annually of 
dairy feeds alone. We haye a 
potential 3,000,000 ton market 
within barging distance of our 
fields and procéssing plants. 

Do we have the wherewithal 
|to produce a feed of equal qual- 
ity to that now imported at a 
competitive price? 

The verdict of Dr. 
Green, Dr. Chapman, Mr. Al- 
len, Mr. Kidder, Dr. Tommy 
Forsee, and others of the Ever- 
glades Experiment Station say 
quality of TDN is excellent, and 
tonnages are fabulous. 

Dr, Roy Bair, formerly with 
the Station and now a private 
consultant certifies to these 
findings, as do private labora- 
tories along twith the Florida 
Experiment Stations.

that its costly to bring that 
moisture down 10 per cent arti- 
ficially. 

One thing that has kept red 
ink from the books of Florida's 
juice industry at times, I'm told, 
is the pulp and molasses, and 
these are by-products. They 
squeeze the pulp and refine the 
juice from the plup into mo- 
lasses. Citrus pulp is now con- 
sidered: a mast in south Flor- 
ida dairy feeds, 

That sare machinery, adapt- 
ed, is now v*cd to squeeze the 
water from our forages down to 
around 70 per cent, which puts 
our dehydrators on a parity 
with with Midwestern Alfalfa 
driers in the making of a most 
palatable forage of a higher de- 
livered TDN: content than the 
Midwestern alfalfa. 

Every-day methods in the in- 
dustry remove the-tips of the 
Glades grasses from the artifi- 
cial dryer to produce a concen- 
trate now so necessary in the 
fedding of layers, broilers and 
rabbits. 

Sicentists and farmers will go 
along with a higher figure, but 
we will assume 12.5 tons of diy 
feed per acre pere year, and 
come up with some 24,000 acres 
to supply our own needs, and 
a quarter of million acres more 
to supply our coastal neighbors 
to the north. 

To furnish our own needs will 
produce a $12,000,000 annual 
industry with 3 million for pay- 
roll and the same for invested 
capital Ten times that for our 
neighbors, is easy to figure.
